T H E C A U SE o f ulcer o f th# 
sto m*eh is no t kno wn and has led 
to many sp eculatio ns 
An ulcer 
is a ro und area o n a muco us mem ­ 
brane surface— which includes the

skin, the mo uth cavity, the co rnea 
o f the eye. etc., which has been 
denuded o f its membrano us co ver­ 
ing. 
Theo retically thinking o f aril the 
things which co uld cause such a 
thing, there is first mere abrasio n, 
scratching o ff the surface w.th a 
sharp ins trument o r burning, in­ 
cluding chemical burns by lye. 
Seco nd, infectio n by germs can 
eat o ff the up p er surface o f a 
membrano us tissue. 
Third, p o o r 
circulatio n in the affected p art, as 
ii the case in ulcers o f the skin o f 
the legs fro m varico se veins. And, 
fo urth, a cancer can ap p e ar as an 
ulcer. 
Ap p lying this theo retical re a­ 
so n to ulcer o f the sto mach w e see 
immediately 
that 
so me 
o f 
the 
causes do no t o p erate at all—can­ 
cer, fo r instance, and abrasio n 
with a sharp instrument. An ulcer 
o f the sto mach is no t cancer. So me 
do cto rs have tried to p ro ve that 
circulato ry 
disturbances in 
the 
sto mach wall, such as embo lism, 
create a sp o t o f lo wered lo cal re­ 
sistance, but the evidence is very 
shaky. 
Cause o f Ulcer 
This leaves us with infectio n 
which is a p o ssibility, and the ea t­ 
ing away o f a sno t o f the surface 
o f the sto mach by a chemical 
which we always have p resent in 
the sto mach secretio ns in the fo rm 
o f hydro chlo ric acid. 
There used 
to be an o ld q uiz q uestio n the 
p hysio lo gy teachers p ro p o unded— 
"why do esn't the sto mach digest 
itse lf? ” They sho uld never have 
asked it because they didn't have 
a very go o d answer to it— they 
said the life in the sto mach wall 
p revented it fro m being digested. 
But as a m atte r o f fact, the sto m­ 
ach juice may so metimes digest 
the wall o f the sto mach, the result 
being an ulcer. 
Esp ecially if the sto mach juice 
is 
increased 
in 
amo unt 
and 
strength o f hydro chlo ric acid! And 
here is where the war enters in. 
One o f the variatio ns af this acid
